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PSS By-law read 2nd Time 


Town council meeting 
Oct. 1st gave second read- 
ing to anew Preventive So- 
cial Services bylaw which 
takes the same direction as 
the first one, only more so, 
Mayor Ray Gibbon was out 
of town and Councillor Lukay 
was absent through illness, 

The objective of the for- 
mer chief administrator, 
Dan O'Connell that the board 
and its related agencies foll- 
ow regular channels for ade 
ministration supervision of 
spending and of accounting 
procedures has again been 
over-ridden by council, 

Speaking to her proposed 
amendment under the ‘Res- 
ponsibility of the Town sec- 
tion of the bylaw, Councillor 
Fyfe said the town should pay 
all items authorized by the 
P,S,S, Board, providing they 
are within an approved bud= 
jet, and all items authorized 
by agencies within an author- 
ized budget. 

Councillor Fyfe also pro- 
posed an amendment chang~ 
ing the second paragraph 
of the bylaw which formerly 
read ‘Whereas Council 


deems it advisable to esta- 
blish a Board to plan, co- 
ordinate, evaluate and oper- 
ate such programs as provi- 
ded for in the Preventive 
Social Services Act, The 
amendment reads ‘‘esta- 
blish a Board to Plan, res; 
view and evaluate’ such 
programs . Temoving 
‘co-ordinate’ and ‘operate’, 
Councillor Fyfe thought the 
Board should be policy- 
making body only, and Coun- 
cillor Hudson agreed, 
Councillor Throndson 
thought the board ‘‘must op= 
erate internal programs as 
regards to financing, ’’ Sec 
retary-treasurer Bowen 
pointed out that one Society 
in the P.S.S, program runs 
three funded projects and 
another Society runs the Day 
Care Centre. Councillor 
Bakker wanted the amend- 
ment to state that the Board 
‘May’ operate programs <« 
don’t take the flexibility away 
he said, Vote on the amend- 
ment was lost 2 - 3 with 
de Bruijn, Bakker and Th- 
rondson opposed. Councillor 
Bukker then moved an 


amendment to include ‘May’ 
operate, which carried 4-1 
with Fyfe opposed, 

Councillor Fyfe also mov- 
ed an amendment that the 
name of the Board be chang- 
ed from the Preventive So- 
cial Services Board to St, 
Albert Social Services 
Board, saying that the P.S,S, 
Board had bad publicity. The 
vote went 3-2 for the change 
in name, with de Bruijn and 
Bakker opposed, 

Another amendment by 
Councillor Fyfe concerned 
clause 2g which reads - 
“The Board shall adopt such 
rules of procedure as its 
members may agree upon 
. . . The amendment would 
add ‘And submit these to 
council,’ Councillor de 
Bruijn thought that the rules 
of procedure should be app- 
roved by council, but Coun- 
cillor Fyfe said = ‘‘No - 
just submitted,’’ Vote car- 
ried 4-1 with de Bruijn oppe 
osed. 

A change was also made 
in the opening paragraph of 
the bylaw, which formerly

Building Report Shows 
Dwelling Cost Spiral 


It's interesting to note the 
inflationary trend in the 
building industry during the 
past 12 months, According to 
St. Albert's Building Inspec 
tor J. D. (Jimmy) Roberts 
in his report to town council 
reviewing the September 
1973 building activity, 70 
single family dwelling per- 
mits were issued during last 
month for a value of $1,290,- 
121, Last year, during the 
same month, 91 single fam- 


ily dwelling permits were 
issued at a value of $1,263,- 
971, It would therefore app= 
ear that for about the same 
amount of money, 21 fewer 
residences were built this 
year than last, 

During an informal inter- 
view with a local builder, 
(who asked to remainanony- 
mous) admitted that some 
of the homes his firm is 
erecting this year are per- 
haps’ slightly more elae 


No public washrooms yet 
for shopping centres 


The Provincial Board of 
Health will not amend its 
regulations to include a ree 
quirement for public wash- 
rooms in shopping centres 
and malls at the present 
time, although members feel 
there is a good deal of merit 
in the proposal, 

Mr. Ken McAmmond, 
chairman of the legislative 
committee, Canadian Instit- 
ute of Public Health Inspec- 
tors, was advised by letter 
of the decision reached by 
the Board of Health at a 
meeting on September 18, 

It was pointed out, how- 
ever, that the matter may 
be covered by future chan- 
ges in building codes, 


In discussing the proposal 
of the health inspectors, 
board members pointed out 
that presently public wash- 
rooms in shopping centres 
are not required by the by- 
laws of either the City of 
Edmonton or the City of Cal- 
gary. They thought also that 
such a requirement might 
not receive uniform enfore 
cement from all local health 
authorities, 

Mr, McAmmond, senior 
health inspector of Sturgeon 
Health Unit, was a key per- 
son in initiating the action 
by his colleagues to research 
the matter and prepare a 
submission for consider- 
ation by the Board of Health, 


borate, but generally, the 
homes he is building this 
year compare with those 
built last year, in terms 
of floor space, general fini- 
sh and so on, However, he 
did attribute the general in- 
crease in the ultimate cost 
of a single family dwelling 
this year in comparison to 
1972 in the increase in cost 
of land, materials and labor, 

During the first nine 
months of this year, total 
building permit value came 
to $13,516,953, This is an 
increase of slightly over $8 
million in comparison to the 
same period in 1972, 

Total number of building 
permits during the first nine 
months of 1973 come to 959, 
During the same period last 
year 758 permits were iss- 
ued. These permits include 
every conceivable type of 
construction from. single 
family dwellings, garages 
and car ports to commer- 
cial buildings, industrials 
and condominiums, 

According to Jimmy Robe 
ert’s building inspector's 
report, there are 374 sere 
viced lots presently avail- 
able in St, Albert and 218 
lots are being serviced, Last 
year at this time, the ser- 
viced lot inventory showed 
that there were 486 available 
and 431 being serviced,

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The first meeting, held 
March 6, 1936 was simply 
an organizational meeting at 
which a representative from 
the Alberta Government 
Telephones, Mr, Kenealy (no 
initials are recorded) ex- 
plained to those present how 
they could purchase the AGT 
equipment and proceed with 
the operation of a Farmer’s 
Mutual System, An interim 
board was elected and an 
agreement was tentatively 
approved whereby the North 
Edmonton Farmer’s Mutual 
Telephone Company would 
take over, 

Several meetings later, on 
June 29, 1936 the first meet- 
ing of shareholders was held 
at which the name of the 
mutual was adopted and so 
was its first board of direc- 
tors. A heavy agenda was 
dealt with at this meeting 
which included the purchase 
of AGT assets, initially val- 
ued at about $125,000 for 
$6,930.00. This included 
7,130 telephone poles at 30 
cents each; 166,860 lbs. tele- 
phone wire at 1 cent per lb, 
and 360 telephone sets at 
$8.50 each, 

The first executive con 
sisted of: Glen Storie, pre« 
sident; Jim Bently, secre- 
tary; directors: S, A, Care 
son, W, F. Broadstock, Dan 
Brox, H. M. Clark, Wesley 
Kemp, J. Ferguson, H. 
Speers, Art Elliot and G 
Storie. At a later meeting 


that same month, W, F, 
Broadstock was elected 
vice-president, 


At that time of the period 
of economic depression, 
cash was one of the most 
elusive commodities, there= 
fore, executive members of 
the newly-formed North Ed- 
monton Farmer’s Mutual 
Telephone Company had to 
be prepared to perform many 
duties (at no pay) in order 
to keep the facility function- 
ing. 

‘We often spent our spare 
time cutting brush away from 
the lines in our system,”’ 
Mr. Bently recalls, ‘he- 
cause we had no money to 
pay out for wages.’’ He also 
remembers driving many 
miles to and from emer- 
gency meetings, or to dee 
linquent customers in an 
effort to keep subseriber’s 
accounts up-to-date, 

In a telephone interview 
with Dick Hansen, he told 
The Gazette that during the 
25 years he served the Mu= 
tual, his duties were often 
varied, He remembers pat- 
rolling miles of line during 
storms in an effort to find 
communication breaks, 
“For one man to service 
over 1,000 miles of line 
often meant long and tedious 
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hours of work spread over 
many days,’’ he recalls, He 
concluded by saying that it 
was all worthwhile because 
in those days, lines of com- 
munication were so vital in 
view of the long distance 
one had to travel, the bad 
condition of roads and the 
distances between neighbors 

Mr, Bently said that the 
executive never hesitated to 
answer to the call for an 
emergency meeting, decide 
on-the-spot policies or ven- 
ture personal funds ‘‘fust 
to keep the mutual telephone 
network functioning, ’’ He re 
vealed that the N. E, F.M.T.C, 
started out in 1936 with just 
over 300 subscribers and at 
one time, this figure was 
increased to over 900, 

“Of course,’’ Mr. Bently 
admitted, ‘‘as time evolved, 
money became more plenti- 
ful with the outbreak of World 
War 2 and the area devel= 
oped quite rapidly, therefore 
our task was made somewhat 
easier.’’ He qualified this 
statement by explaining that 
in the wake of development 
of such areas as Beverly 
and Jasper Place as well as 
other centres within the Mu- 
tual Area, AGT lines grad- 
ually took over some of the 
Mutual’s trunk lines, ‘We 
were often very glad to get 
out of some areas,’’ Mr, 
Bently admitted, “because 
the network was getting too 
big, demands on the system 
were getting out of hand and 
AGT was far better qualified 
to do the job,’’ He mentioned 
two main areas, namely Bee 
verly and Jasper Place 
where the influx of residents 
was just too much for our 
system and we were glad to 
relinquish those parts, 

Before closing the Sep- 
tember 12th meeting and off- 
icially terminating the 35 
year era of the North Ed- 
monton Farmer’s Mutual, 
thanks were extended to Mr, 
Bently, Mr, Hansen and all 
the other stalwarts associa= 
ted with the Mutual whose 
contribution to early-days’ 
telephone communications 
will go down in the records 
of  Alberta’s developing 
years,

PSS By-law read 2nd time 
- deBruijn opposed 


It is difficult to see how the Preventive Social Services 
bylaw as amended will serve to getthe program on a fir 
mer footing than {t had formerly, Under one of a number 
of changes made in the bylaw, the new Preventive Social 
Services Board will no longer co-ordinate programs, With 
the large area of activity which can come under the 
somewhat vague definition of preventive social services, 
one might expect that co-ordination is particularly 
important, but there remains no body to do it. Each So- 
clety and agency will retain full autonomy as before. 
Could it not be that ifthe many programs were co-ordina- 
ted, savings could be made in such areas as sharing 
staff and/or other resources? 


The removing of the word ‘Preventive’ from the name 
of the Board also gives concern, The whole program, 
funded 80 per cent provincially and 20 per cent municip- 
ally, was designed with the goal that public funds spent on 
‘prevention’ of soci] disorders would be in the nature of 
an investment which would eventually result in savings 
to the taxpayer through removing people from welfare 
rolls, The public responded favourably to this concept, 
But there is growing concern by taxpayers at amounts 
spent on social development, 


A recent television news program put the figure for 
Social Development programs in Canada at seven billion 
dollars! And in giving support for these programs for 
federal minister Marc Lalonde, it was reported that the 
Canadian government had to make cuts fn the budgets of 
many other departments, Seven billion dollars is a huge 
sum, 


The fact that the new bylaw does nothing to solve the 
problems pointed out by the former Chief Administrator 
may create the same problems for tiie next administrator. 


One of the duties of the Board is rightly set out in the 
bylaw to ‘‘make a continuing assessment and evaluation 
of the Preventive Social Services established,’’ 


In order that the public can also assess these programs 
they are funding we suggest that when the new Board is 
established they should regularly publish their evalua- 
tion of all services,

I found the article head- 
lined ‘‘Goats are not smelly 
nor do they eat tin cans’’ 
very interesting but not en- 
tirely factual, Perhaps your 
source of information was 
incorrect of maybe mis-in- 
terpretation is at fault in 
either case, as Promotions 
Director of The Alberta Goat 
Breeders’ Association it is 
my duty to dispel miscon- 
ceptions of this sort. 

Firstly, I feel your ques- 
tion as to why so many people 
think goats stink is entirely 
justified. The reason is that 
many goats do stink, In fact 
most goats stink IF the goats 
in question are sexually mat- 
ure bucks during the rutting 
season, It seems that many 
people obtain young buck kids 
for pets, etc. then as nature 
intended they grow up and 


have an odor all their own,° 


If this has been your only 
contact with a goat (for many 
it is) then you may decide 
‘fall goats smell badly.’ 
On the other hand does don’t 
usually have musk patches 
and if their living quarters 
are kept clean there will be 
no offensive odor, Some 
breeders attempt to “des- 
cent’’ their bucks by either 
burning or surgically re= 
moving the musk patches 
from their bucks head, Some 
report that it isn’t effective, 
others say it works well, 


Secondly you state that 
Saanens are a breed that 
bear no offensive smell. I 
have a Saanen buck (in fact 
he is the sire of all Mrs, 
Mausolf’s milking does) that 
I would like to have your 
reporter inspect. I challe 
enge him to rub his hand 
over the back of Lyneve Elle 
iott’s head and behind his 
front legs then say Saane 
en’s bear no offensive odor! 

Your article states that 
Mrs. Mausolf made a ‘‘clean 
sweep”’ of the Darwell Fair. 
In all fairness to other 
breeders it must be stated 
that Junior Purebred Cham- 
pion, Junior Grade Champ- 
ion, Best Kid born in 1973, 
Grand Champion Purebred 
and The Stall Competition 
were all won by breeders 
other than Mrs, Mausolf, 

We appreciate your in- 
terest in goats. The Dairy

History’’ on page one of the 
St. Albert Gazette (Oct. 3, 
1973) may it be pointed out 
that shooting a cow is NOT 
the incident that made Al- 
mighty Voice of historical 
note, Let us not make 
martyrs of the likes of Ale 
mighty Voice. Hewas amer- 
ciless, cold-blooded mure 
derer, Let’s call a spade, a 
spade, (If the rifle which has 
been donated to the St, Albert 
Museum was, indeed, that of 
Almighty Voice let it be 
known what a trail of tra- 
gedy it has rendered.) Let’s 
tell it like it is! 


In October of 1895, aCree 
Indian Ka-kee-man-i-tou- 
wayo (Almighty Voice) shot 
a cow which did not belong 
to him; This triggered off a 
chain of events which are 
now regarded of historical 
significance, 

On October 22, 1895 Ale 
mighty Voice was arrested 
on the One Arrows Reserve 
near Batoche by Regimental 
No, 605, Sergeant C, C, Cole=- 
brook, Almighty Voice was 
taken to Duck Lake and sen- 
tenced to one month’s im- 
prisonment by Indian Agent 
and Justice of the Peace Mce 
Kenzie, 

The very same night Ale 
mighty Voice escaped and 
headed back for the general 
area of the One Arrows Ree 
serve, He managed to escape 
recapture for a few days, 

On the morning of October 
29, 1895 Sgt. Colebrook and

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The North American Plant 
Breeders .. . a conglomere 
ate occupied in the develope 
ment of better strains of 
grains, among other vene 
tures... selected a l4acre 
plot of land in the Gibbons 
area for seed testing ex- 
periments which could have 
a tremendous impact on the 
world food supply. 

North American Plant 
Breeders, made up of the 
Shell Oil Corporation, the 
Olin Corporation and the 
Nickerson Group of Great 
Britain chose four test plot 
sites in Canada in the hopes 
of developing and proving 
select varieties of barley, 
wheat and triticale (a wheat 
and rye hybrid), One ofthese 
test plots is on the A, R, 
Sustrick farm located about 
four miles southwest of Gib- 
bons, NAPB, in selecting 
its Canadian test plots, pick- 
ed the Gibbons farm because 
of its location within a spe- 
cial region having pecullary 
climatic conditions and soil 
qualities. The other sites 
in Canada were selected for 
the same reasons and are 
located in the regions of 
Lethbridge, Regina and Por- 
tage La Prairie, In all four 
Canadian test plots, NAPB 
picked 14-acre sites and 
seeded them to 700 differ- 
ent varieties to the three 
grains under test, In all 
four plots, identical parent 
seed stock was used, there- 
fore, the experiment is quad- 
ruplicated. 

Conducting the whole ven= 
ture at each site is a team 
of griculturists, Each 
member of the team is a 
specialist in the grain under 
test and holds a doctorate 
degree in agriculture, The 
team working out of Gibb- 
ons are Dr, W. L. McProud, 
a citizen of Moscow, Idaho; 
Dr, Aristeo Acosta of Brooke 
ston, Indiana and Dr, D, J. 
Baker of Ames, Iowa, The 
North American Plant Bree- 
ders headquarters is located 
in Brookston, Indiana and 
besides the four sites in 
Canada, the parent company 
also has extensive plot cluse 
ters in the United States, 
Britain, Spain and plans are 
being made to expand to other 
countries, 

The team of three agrie 
culturists seeded the Gibbe 
ons test plot in May and all- 
owed the 700 grain varieties 
to mature under normal cone 
ditions, During the season, 
spot checks were made at 
the testing site then this Fall, 
once the crop was ready for 
harvesting, the trio of spe- 
clalists from North Amerie 
can Plant Breeders came 


into the Gibbons district with 


a special combine and awide 
array of equipment to collect

This combine is specially designed to harvest seed testing plots, Above two members 
of the North American Plant Breeders are seen combining the mature crop while bagg- 
ing same, Each plot, measuring 5 ft. by 40 ft. is harvested, bagged and the seed is then 
put through a series of tests by the field team, At left is Robin Switzer of Ames, Iowa 
bagging the experimental grain while Dr, D, J. Baker, also of Ames, Iowa operates the 
combine, The test plot of 14 acres is located on the Al Sustrick farm near Gibbons, 


and record samplings of the 
test harvest, 

Despite delays caused by 
inclement weather, the three 
grain specialists managed 
to harvest the entire 14-acre 
test plot and record their 
findings. Once results from 
the Gibbons plot have been 
tabulated and compared with 
the other three plots located 
in Canada, a special, or even 
a spectacular strain of grain 
may evolve bearing many of 
the desirable characteris- 
tics sought the world over 
by agriculturists, 

Dr, Aristeo Acosta, who 
was formerly employed by 
the International Centre for 
the Improvement of Wheat 
and Maize (CIMM) under the 
noted agriculturist and No-= 
bel prize-winner Dr, Nore 
man E, Borlaug, said that 
there is no such thing as an 
‘ideal grain’, His colle 
eagues, Drs. McProud and 
Baker concurred by saying 
that some grains can be 
better than others ‘‘but there 
is no such thing as an ideal 
grain, ’’

Warm Ideas For A Cold Season

The end of summer is not 
too soon to be thinking about 
the coming snow and cold 
weather, We are likely to be 
reminded of this (whether 
we want to be or not!) by 
the appearance of warmer 
clothing in the stores and 
catalogues, and by the fre- 
quent ads we find in the 
newspaper, on radio, and on 
TV, 

You may already have 
heard of a fur sale or two, 
If this is your year to think 
seriously about a new fur 
coat or jacket, now is the 
time to begin shopping for 
it. For our cold Alberta 
winters, you could almost 
consider a fur coat a necese 
sity, rather than a luxury! 
BEFORE BUYING: 

Decide what you want 
most: style, warmth, ser- 
viceability, or economy, 
Choose on the basis of how 
you’ll wear the garment, as 
well as on your preferences 
as to the looks of the fur. 
If your budget is limited, 
select a style with simple, 
easy fitting lines, which can 
be used for day or evening 
wear, Unless your heart is 
set on one type of fur, exa- 
mine garments of several 
different furs within your 
price range, and some at 
prices above and below what 
you plan to pay. This will 
give you an idea of quality 
differences. A top. quality

Visit several well esta= 
blished furriers, known for 
their reliability and fair 
dealing, The place you buy 
your fur should also have 
facilities to care for furs; 
in order words, it should 
offer mending, cleaning, and 
storage services. Don’t 
hesitate to ask questions, 
A good dealer expects you 
to compare and find out all 
about such an expensive pur- 
chase before buying. 

WHAT TO LOOK FOR: 

1, Examine and compare 
different types of fur. High 
price does not always ine 
dicate quality. 

2. A good quality fur will 
appear bright and lustrous, 
uniform in color, depth, and 
texture, and the leather will 
be soft and pliable, yet firm 
and strong. 

3. Lush, thick fur will look 
better, take the friction and 
pressure of sitting. Check 
for density by blowing it on 
the edges of the coat fronts; 
it should spring back quickly 
and fully, 

4, Look for full thick fur 
or plenty of guard hairs 
(the longer, coarser, shiny 
hairs) at points of wear such 
as cuffs, pockets, edges, and 
back of neck, The front edge 
should be folded over, rather 
than faced. 

5. Dyed or bleached fur 
discolors in time. If a fur 
is over-bleached, the hair 
tips curl over and may break 
off. 

6, Look at the coat’s line 
ing. Check the woi’kmanship 
(how is it cut and sewn to= 
gether? Are the stitches too 
big? Is it properly finish- 
ed?) This is very import- 
ant, as the lining will take 
strain before the pelts, and 
will therefore prolong the 
life of the fur, Be sure to 
check buttons also, to make 
certain they are attached 


firmly and have good-sized 
holders, 

7, If the coat has a “‘Fr- 
ench’’ or open hem, you can 
examine the leather behind 
the fur, The fur is poor quale 
ity if there are brittle areas 
or if hairs show through the 
skin, If the leather has 
seams, check to see if they 
are scattered at random (ine 
dicating repairs) or in a 
regular pattern (indicating 
that the skin has been ‘let 
in’’ or “let out’’),. 

If repairs are not visible 
on the fur side, there is nothe 
ing wrong with having them, 
If the fur is let in or out, it 
means it has been cut in 
strips and sewn back togeth- 
er in a staggered pattern to 
change the shape of the pelt, 
This is an expensive pro- 
cess, not used on less valu= 
able pelts. 

If the hem is attached, 
feel through the lining for 
hard spots in the leather, 
If it rattles, the leather is 
brittle. If seams are pro- 
minent on the fur side, the 
pelts are poorly furred., 

8, Finally, Basic styles 
are best. Extreme styles 
soon look ‘‘dated’’, you tire 
of them easily, and they are 
most difficult to remodel, 

9, Finally, try the coat on, 
Adjust it at the shoulders 
and neck, then check to see 
if the front falls correctly 
on its own weight. Good fit 
is important to the long life, 
appearance, and comfort of 
a fur garment, Be sure it 
hangs evenly and gracefully, 
Check that it doesn’t pull at

Order Fertilizer Early 


The Alberta Department 
of Agriculture’s soil fertil- 
ity specialist, Doug Penney, 
urges farmers to order their 
fertilizer supplies for next 
year as early as possible, 

He reports that a ‘‘tight’’ 
situation in world fertilizer 
supplies is expected next 
year, and that local fertil- 
izer manufacturers need to 
be able to estimate domes= 
tic supply requirements be- 
fore committing their excess 
production to export, West- 
ern Canadian fertilizer com- 
panies manufacture about 
double the amount of fertil- 
izer used by the prairie pro- 
vinces each year, but a con- 
siderable proportion of this 
production is exported tothe 
United States, Since export 
contracts have to be arran- 
ged well in advance of dele 
ivery, the manufacturers 
must be able to estimate 
domestic requirements

to the spring thaw, 

Dr, Jack Horricks, plant 
pathologist with the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, 
says a typical sign of snow 
mold is a mass of whitish- 
grey cobweb-like material 
which is seen on the turf 
as the snow melts, It is 
caused by four different fun- 
gi that kill the turf in ir- 
regular patches and thrive 
at low temperatures, Three 
of the fungi kill the turfdur- 
ing late winter and early 
spring, while the fourth can 
also kill it in the fall, 

Dr. Horricks recom- 
mends the following fungi- 
cides for fall application, 
The rates of application giv- 
en are for 1,000 square feet 
of turf, Caloclor (mercuric 
and mercurous chloride) 73 
per cent powder - five oun- 
ces, Terraclor (pentachloro 
nitrobenzene) - five ounces, 
Tersan SP (chloronoeb) « 
nine ounces, Vitaflo - 10 
ounces, 

If you have not yet plane 
ted your lawn, use resis- 
tant grass variteities like 
Sydport, Newport, Nugget 
or Kentucky bluegrass, 
These varieties are also 
recommended for golf fair- 
ways, Bardot and Bore Col- 
onial bentgrasses and Northe 
land creeping bentgrass are 
recommended for golf and 
bowling greens, 


early enough to avoid com- 
mitting too much of their 
production to export markets, 

The “‘tight’’ fertilizer sit- 
uation in some parts of Ale 
berta last spring was caused 
by a fairly large number of 
farmers ordering fertiliz- 
ers at the last minute. By 
waiting until the last minute, 
they put a heavy strain on 
transportation facilities, 
Many farmers decided to use 
more fertilizer this year 
than they had originally ine 
tended because of the im- 
proved grain prices and 
markets that developed 
during the winter, 

Mr. Penney says that the 
fall is a good time to apply 
nitrogen fertilizers to both 
stubble and forage crops, 
At this time of year fer- 
tilizer prices are usually 
lower than they will be the 
following spring because the 
manufacturers do not have 
to pay storage costs, and

Cost Of Health Foods 


By Candace Long, Assistant District Home Economist, 
Health foods may cost a person in two ways: 1. health, 


and 2, money, The cost to one’s HEALTH occurs if 
“health foods’? are used to the exclusion of a variety of 
foods which provide essential nutrients to the body; the 
cost of health foods to one’s pocketbook is noticeable 
because their price is higher than that of regular foods, 
As well, a particular food purchased from a health food 
store may cost more thanthat SAME food purchased from 
a supermarket or grocery store, 

The price in the following table were obtained in 
Edmonton by home economists from the provincial 
laboratory, during May, 1973, Note that: 1, underlined 
prices compare costs between health foods and regular 
foods, within the same type of food group, 2, starred 
prices compare costs, for the same food, between health 
food stores and supermarkets:
